To calibrate, you'll need a RF transmitter with a known output. I built a 
little RF probe for my DMM as in the ARRL Handbook to do the calibration. 


There is a single pot adjustment for calibration, so in theory, you can 
scale it for any full scale reading that is within the pot's range. I think 
that's how people are achieving more sensitivity. I don't know about the 
linearity of the readings at other ranges however. 


I think the kit is a great value and pretty easy to build. 
Hope this helps.

I hauled my Field Test K1 off to the woods a couple weekends back for a go 
at QRP Afield. 


"Haul" is probably an inappropriate exaggeration since the little radio 
weighs in at 1.4 lbs. It fits very nicely between the sizes of the Norcal 
40 and the Sierra. It has a handsome mini-K2 front panel and it comes in 
that smooth Elecraft gray, this time enhanced by the countersunk flathead 
screws. It is definitely a good looking little radio, very cute. 


So much for aesthetics, you say. What'll she do? Well, she'll do lots, and 
do it well. I ‘ve used my well-traveled Sierra for several years, hauling 
it out to the woods for countless "Afield" ventures, and getting lots in 
return from it. Except for the "Number-of-Bands" issue, I'd be mothballing 
the Sierra tomorrow. My K1 is set up for 20 and 40 meters, which is what I 
use primarily for QRP contesting. I took the Sierra along this weekend to be 
able to access 15 meters, and for a backup and comparison rig. As it turns 
out, 15 meters was pretty slow, so I wouldn't have missed much without it. 


The K1 draws about 54 mA on receive, so it's a very battery-friendly radio. 
On a slightly-discharged 7 AH gell cell it puts out just over 5 watts on 20, 
and over 7 watts on 40. QSK is very good., very similar to that of the kK2. 
You can adjust the T-R delay time from the front panel menu to suit your own 
tastes. 


The convenience of the microprocessor-controlled functions is what really 
makes this radio a joy to operate. Through the menus and the buttons you can 
control all kinds of stuff from the front panel -- power out, sidetone 
pitch and loudness, T-R delay, IF filter selectivity, all the keyer 


functions, and of course those instant band changes. 


Unfortunately, the bands were not cooperating here in SoCal. 20 meters was 
so quiet I thought I had broken the radio during it's maiden voyage, but we 
tried both the Sierra and a QRP+ and had the same results. As the day wore 
on 20 warmed up, but by that time we had worked most guys we could hear. I 
asked for real signal reports from those folk who had strong signals, and 
they were unanimously good. Stable, no clicks, no chirps, great 

keying, sounds just like a K2. 


This one's definitely a keeper.

Hi Tom. 

The 'n' is for 'nano' -- it fits between 'micro' and 'pico'. So a 10n cap 
would be 0.01 microFarad or, if you're an optimist, 10,000 picoFarad. In the 
same way, 100n is the same as @.1 uF. 

The actual parts might be labeled '.01' and '.1' but also could have the more 
modern markings of ' 103' and '104' which I like to call ‘ten plus three 
zeros' and ‘ten plus four zeros' -- again in picoFarads -- so that I have 
some hope of remembering the system.

But I use a 10 cell pack I got from the mail order place that I 
picked up the NiMHs from. I carry two sets of those and a charger. You 
can charge one set faster than you will use a set so they are always 
ready. The 10 cell NiNH give you about 12-13 volts and holds it until the 
batteries are gone. So you don't loss power with them as you operate. 
With a rating of 1500-1700 mAH they should last you a good long time in 
the field with the DSW rigs before they need to be recharged.

These two products were designed with different 
applications in mind. The WM-2 is designed to 
specifically to measure QRP power outputs. The TenTec 
unit, which I built and use, is designed to be a 
general purpose piece of test equipment - useful for 
VSWR and "rough" power measurements from 1.8 to at 
least 144 MHz. It does not have the calibration 
features that the WM-2 has. 


The only "calibration" feature the ten tec unit has is 
two potentiometers that can be used to adjust the full 
scale range of either scale. For example, instead of 
operating 20 and 200 watts full scale one could set it 
up for 2 and 20 watts, or if you don't mind the math 
of recalibrating the scale - other full scale values. 


Which power meter you choose depends upon your needs. 
For accurate QRP miles per watt, the WM-2 is by far 
the better choice. The Ten Tec unit can be used by 
the QRP'er, but requires building a power reference 
such as posted in the QST article by W7ZOI, or the 
circuit published recently in the QST QRP column. 
This item is still on my to build list! I mainly 
bought my ten tec power meter for VHF measurements, 
but one of these days I would like a better idea how 
much power my QRP rigs are putting out.

But for any given height above ground, a yagi or a yagi-like antenna 
structure, 

will have an elevation radiation pattern almost identical to that of a 
simple dipole! 

If you don't believe me, check out the ARRL Antenna Handbook or Jasik's 
definitive tome or most any other. Additional elements, such as directors 
or 

reflectors just help "focus" radiation from the driven element (in your 
case, a dipole) 

in the desired direction.... so what you gain is "horizontal 
directionality", rather 

than lowering the takeoff angle. 


If you want to reduce the takeoff angle, then you should consider installing 
parasitic 

elements above the driven element, or a duplicate "wire beam" above the 
original one 

you have (wasps and bees not withstanding!). That'll tend to "squash" down 
the 

takeoff angle of radiation from your original antenna. A lot of work that 


may not be 
all that much worthwhile in the long run, Joel.

I do a lot of ugly style construction. ICs are mounted upside down on their 
back. The 

ground pins are bent backwards and soldered directly to the ground plane, 
and the V+ 

pin is bypassed to ground via a 0.1 uf cap connected directly from the V+ 
pin to the 

ground plane. 


These two connections tend to "nail down" the IC. Parts such as resistors 
connected 

between IC pins can be soldered directly to those pins and left "hanging" in 
mid air. I 

have used 1/4w resistors in the past, but have found lately that 1/8w 
resistors work even 

better since they are both lighter and take up less Space. 


For connections from the IC to other parts on the board, I use #32 gauge 
enamel wire. I 

use this to connect everything in my rigs together, except for my main power 
runs. I 

simply use a solder blob on the tip of the iron to burn off the insulation 
off the wire. This 

works especially well with fine wire such as this. This trick works best if 
the bare end of 

the wire is inside the solder blob. The exposed copper end will conduct 
heat much faster 

than the enamel, and will help speed up the burn off process. 


This method works very well for both normal 0.1" even smaller 0.05" SOIC 
sized ICs. 

I have sometimes had lead breakage problems with 0.025" TSSOP sized parts, 
but I 


don't recommend trying to dead bug using those sized parts! 


I have never destroyed an IC by soldering to it dead bug style. Other the 
other hand, I 
have killed ICs by applying reverse voltage, but that is another story.....
